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MARKET  REVIEW 


The  Department  of  Agriculture,  on  June  5  and  June  19,  1970, 
announced  two  increases  of  100,000  tons  each,   in  the  determination  of 
domestic  sugar  requirements  (total  quotas).     The  total  is  now  11.2 
million  tons  for  this  calendar  year.     In  the  same  actions,  the 
Department  also  declared  additional  deficits  of  400,000  tons  in  the 
sugar  quota  for  Puerto  Rico.     Declared  1970  calendar  year  deficits 
for  Puerto  Rico  now  total  700,000  tons.     Press  releases  detailing 
the  two  actions  appear  herein  beginning  on  Page    7  . 

Sales  of  sugar  by  all  primary  distributors  through  June  20 
totaled  5,014,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  according  to  preliminary  re- 
ports.    Reported  sales  this  year  have  exceeded  those  for  the  comparable 
period  of  1969  by  449,000  tons  and  for  1968  by  355,000  tons.  Adjusting 
for  constructive  deliveries  (sugar  sold  and  charged  to  quotas  at  year 
end  but  physically  delivered  in  January  and  February  of  the  following 
year)  which  in  1968  totaled  217,000  tons  and  in  1969,  40,000  tons, 
1970  physical  deliveries  to  date  have  exceeded  those  of  the  comparable 
periods  of  1969  and  1968  by  272,000  tons  and  384,000  tons  respectively. 

Raw  and  refined  sugar  stocks  reported  on  hand  by  all  primary 
distributors  as  of  May  30,   1970,  on  the  basis  of  near-final  figures 
totaled  2,398,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  according  to  preliminary  reports. 
This  was  237,000  tons  less  than  at  the  end  of  April  and  181,000  tons 
less  than  at  the  end  of  May  a  year  ago.     Beet  processors'   stocks  of 
1,337,719  tons  were  117,000  tons  less  than  a  month  earlier  and  about 
17,000  tons  less  than  a  year  earlier.     Cane     sugar  refiners'   stocks  of 
raw  and  refined  sugar  were  reported  as  776,000  tons  on  May  30  down 
59,000  tons  from  the  end  of  April  and  down  175,000  tons  from  the  end  of 
May  a  year  ago. 

First  quarter  1970  deliveries  of  packaged,  bulk  and  liquid  sugar 
(both  beet  and  cane)  by  primary  distributors  were  about  16  percent  greater 
than  those  of  the  first  quarter  of  1969.     Total  direct  deliveries  of  beet 
sugar  increased  about  31  percent  compared  with  an  increase  of  about  11 
percent  for  direct  deliveries  of  cane  sugar.     All  of  the  several  cate- 
gories of  beet  and  cane  direct  deliveries  shared  in  the  increase  with 
deliveries  to  industrial  and  institutional  type  users  up  about  19  percent 
compared  with  an  increase  of  7  percent  for  deliveries  in  consumers-size 
packages . 
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Increased  deliveries  were  reported  to  all  of  the  seven  industrial 
and  to  three  of  the  four  non- industrial  type  users.     Deliveries  to 
industrial  type  users  as  a  group  were  up  20.0  percent  with  the  two 
largest— beverage  manufacturers  and  bakers  —  showing  the  largest 
increases--24. 8  percent  for  each.     Deliveries  to  non- industrial  type 
users  increased  9.5  percent  and  again  the  largest  users  had  the  largest 
increases  —  retail  grocers  up  21.2  percent  — and  wholesalers  5.9  percent. 
Only  the  category  of  "all  other  non- industrial  type  users",  which 
received  about  one  percent  of  the  total  reported  deliveries  to  all  types 
of  buyers,  declined  as  compared  with  the  same  quarter  last  year. 


Deliveries  of  liquid  sugar,  both  beet  and  cane,  by  primary  distrib- 
utors during  the  first  quarter  of  1970  were  up  20  percent  as  compared 
with  the  same  quarter  of  1969;  deliveries  of  liquid  beet  sugar  increased 
25  percent  compared  with  an  increase  of  19  percent  in  the  deliveries  of 
liquid  cane  sugar. 

Dextrose  sales  by  primary  distributors  in  the  first  quarter  of  1970, 
by  type  of  buyer,   increased  3.4  percent  above  those  of  the  first  quarter 
of  1969.     Sales  to  industrial  users,  which  made  up  97  percent  of  the 
total  dextrose  sales  during  the  quarter,   increased  3.9  percent  and  sales 
to  non- industrial  users  decreased  11.5  percent.     Six  of  the  seven 
industrial  type  users  received  more  dextrose  during  the  quarter;  only 
canners  received  a  smaller  quantity  of  dextrose  in  the  1970  quarter  than 
in  the  1969  quarter. 


Reported  distribution  of  refined  sugar  by  States  of  destination  for 
the  period  January-April  1970  was  12  percent  above  distribution  during  the 
comparable  period  of  1969.     Increases  occurred  in  all  of  the  five  geo- 
graphic regions,  with  the  West  up  the  most--19.5  percent— f ollowed  by  the 
North  Central  region  which  was  up  17.8  percent,   the  mid-Atlantic  up  8.2 
percent,   the  South  up  7.1  percent  and  the  New  England  region  up  2.5 
percent.     Individually,  38  states  received  more  sugar  in  the  1970  period 
while  12  received  less. 


Fifteen  states  received  at  least  100,000  hundredweight  of  sugar  more 
during  the  first  five  months  of  1970  than  in  these  months  of  1969. 
Illinois  had  the  largest  increase-- 1, 507 ,000  hundredweight— f ollowed  by 
California  where  reported  deliveries  increased  1,103,000  hundredweight. 
Constructive  deliveries  to  these  two  states  accounted  for  much  of  the 
year  to  year  difference.     Of  the  twelve  states  receiving  less  sugar,  the 
range  was  from  34,000  hundredweight  less  in  Georgia  to  1,000  hundredweight 
less  in  Nevada. 
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The  "Market  Review"  in  the  May  1970  issue  of  Sugar  Reports 
erroneously  noted  that  the  quoted  price  on  May  22  for  refined  sugar  sold 
in  100-pound  bags  in  the  lower  Pacific  region  was  10.50  cents  per 
pound.     The  quotation  price  for  refined  sugar  sold  in  the  basis  pack 
in  this  region  was  increased  to  10.70  cents  per  pound,  effective  close 
of  business  April  30,  1970. 

After  the  mid-May  flurry  of  announced  increases  in  the  wholesale 
price  quotations  for  refined  sugar,  no  new  announcements  of  changes 
affecting  the  basis  pack  were  noted  during  the  period  under  review. 
Announced  increases  in  the  quotations,  which  were  discussed  in  the  May 
Sugar  Reports,  became  effective  in  the  Gulf,  Chicago-west  and  Eastern 
Beet  regions  on  June  1  and  in  the  Southeast  on  June  8. 

Shown  below  are  the  price  quotations  as  of  June  25,  by  regions, 
for  refined  sugar  sold  at  wholesale  in  the  basis  pack-- 100  pound  paper 
bags.     Significant  discounts  below  quoted  prices  may  be  found  in  certain 
regions  reflecting  competitive  conditions  peculiar  to  these  regions.

Domestic  duty  paid  raw  sugar  prices  during  the  period  Jan.   1  through 
June  19,   1970  averaged  8.03  cents  per  pound,  an  increase  of  0.28  cent  per 
pound  or  3.6  percent  above  the  average  during  the  same  period  of  1969.  The 
weighted  average  quoted  wholesale  price  for  100-pound  bags  of  refined  sugar 
in  all  pricing  territories  during  the  period  January  1  through  June  19,  1970 
was  0.57  cent  or  5.4  percent  more  than  during  this  same  period  of  1969.  The 
quotations  increased  the  most  in  the  Chicago-west  region,  up  6.9  percent  fol- 
lowed by  the  Northeast  where  they  were  up  4.9  percent.     The  increase  in  the 
Gulf  region  was  4.8  percent ;  in  the  lower  Pacific,  4.2  percent;  and  in  the 
Southeast,  4.1  percent. 
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The  retail  price  for  refined  sugar  during  January-May  1970  averaged 
3.3  percent  more  than  during  the  same  period  of  1969.     The  U.   S.  average 
retail  price  for  refined  sugar  sold  in  5-pound  paper  bags  during  May  was 
12.84  cents  per  pound.     During  April  the  price  averaged  12.76  cents  and 
during  May  a  year  ago  12.38  cents 

The  price  quotation  for  raw  sugar,  duty  paid  and  delivered  to  New 
York,  as  established  by  the  spot  committee  of  the  New  York  Coffee  and 
Sugar  Exchange,  averaged  8.16  cents  per  pound  during  May,  up  from  7.90 
cents  during  April  and  7.82  during  May  of  last  year.     For  the  first  five 
months  of  this   year  the  price  quotation  has  averaged  8.01  cents  per  pound 
compared  with  7.75  cents  during  the  same  months  of  last  year.  Since 
May  21  the  quotation  has  remained  steady  at  8.22  cents  per  pound. 

Cane  sugar  production  in  Hawaii  as  of  June  13,   1970,   totaled  528,684 
short  tons,  96°  basis,  compared  with  421,168  tons  produced  through 
June  7  of  last  year.     Production  of  sugar  through  June  15,   1968  amounted 
to  505,216  tons,  96°  basis. 

Production  of  cane  sugar  in  Puerto  Rico  through  June  14,  1970 
totaled  450,359  tons  compared  with  450,737  tons  produced  through  that 
period  of  1969.     The  yield  of  sugar  per  ton  of  cane,  which  to  date  has 
averaged  7.833  percent,  is  well  below  that  of  last  year  when  it  averaged 
8.359  percent  for  the  comparable  period. 

The  spot  quotation  for  World  sugar,   f.o.b.    (No.   8  contract)  bagged 
and  stowed  at  Greater  Caribbean  ports,   including  Brazil,  as  established  by 
the  Spot  Committee  of  the  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange,  averaged 
3.75  cents  per  pound  during  May  compared  with  3.78  cents  during  May  of 
last  year  and  3.62  cents  last  month.     The  average  for  the  first  five  months 
of  1970  was  3.43  cents  per  pound  compared  with  3.48  cents  during  the  same 
period  last  year.     For  the  period  June  1-25  the  quotation  for  World  sugar 
(No «  8  contract ,  in  bags)  averaged  3.81  cents  per  pound  compared  with  3.96 
cents  during  this  period  last  year. 

The  quoted  price  for  raw  sugar  traded  under  Contract  No.    11  (bulk) 
which  was  initiated  by  the  Exchange  on  May  5,  to  eventually  replace 
Contract  No.  8,  averaged  3.63  cents  per  pound  for  the  18  days  on  which  it 
was  traded  during  May.     This  was  0.10  cent  per  pound  below  the  average  for 
the  No.  8  contract  for  these  same  days.     The  difference   primarily  reflects 
the  cost  of  bags  and  bagging.     For  the  period  June  1-25  the  No.   11  Contract 
price  quotation  has  averaged  3.72  cents  per  pound. 
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On  June  25,  futures  contracts  for  World  sugar  (No.  8  contract),  as 
quoted  on  the  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange  ranged  from  3.89  cents 
to  3.90  cents  per  pound  for  the  1970  delivery  months  and  from  3.80  cents 
to  3.87  cents  for  the  1971  delivery  months. 
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ADMINISTRATIVE  ACTIONS  RELATING  TO  1970  SUGAR  SUPPLIES 


Sugar  Requirements  Increased  and  a  Deficit  Re-Allocated: 

The  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  on  June  19,  1970  announced 
an  increase  of  100,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  in  the  determination  of  the 
domestic  sugar  requirements  (total  quotas)  bringing  that  total  to  11.2 
million  tons  for  this  calendar  year.  The  Department  also  declared  an  addi- 
tional deficit  of  150,000  tons  in  the  sugar  quota  for  Puerto  Rico. 

Together  with  an  earlier  determined  deficit  of  550,000  tons,  the 
deficit  in  the  1970  quota  for  Puerto  Rico  now  amounts  to  700,000  tons.  A 
representative  of  the  government  of  the  Republic  of  the  Philippines  recent- 
ly notified  the  Department  that  the  Philippines  will  be  able  this  year  to 
supply  an  additional  50,000  tons  of  their  statutory  share  of  the  deficits 
arising  in  other  areas.  Accordingly,  50,000  tons  of  the  additional 
deficit  declared  today  has  been  allocated  to  the  Republic  of  the 
Philippines  and  the  remainder  has  been  prorated  to  Western  Hemisphere 
countries  on  the  basis  of  quotas  currently  in  effect. 

The  quota  for  the  domestic  beet  sugar  area  is  increased  by  47,666  tons 
and  that  for  the  mainland  sugarcane  area  by  17,334  tons.  Quotas  and  pro- 
rations for  foreign  countries  are  increased  by  185,000  tons. 

Total  deliveries  of  sugar  for  consumption  in  the  United  States 
continue  to  run  well  ahead  of  expectations.  Per  capita  distribution  for 
the  first  five  months  of  the  year  on  a  seasonally  adjusted  basis  is  more 
than  five  percent  greater  than  the  high  rate  which  prevailed  in  1968  and 
1969.  An  increase  in  requirements  at  this  time  will  encourage  additional 
offerings  of  readily  available  sugar  and  enable  foreign  countries  to  better 
plan  their  exportations  to  the  United  States.  This  action  will  also 
provide  ample  time  for  any  country  to  notify  the  Department  before  August  1 
in  the  event  it  cannot  fill  its  quota,   including  deficit  prorations. 

Quota  increases  and  deficit  prorations,  together  with  revised  quotas, 
are  shown  in  the  table  on  page  8.

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Sugar  Requirements  Increased  and  a  Deficit  Re-Allocated: 

The  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  on  June  5,  1970  announced 
an  increase  of  100,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  in  the  determination  of  the 
domestic  sugar  requirements  (total  quotas)  bringing  that  total  to  11.1 
million  tons  for  this  calendar  year.  The  Department  also  declared  an 
additional  deficit  of  250,000  tons  in  the  sugar  quota  for  Puerto  Rico. 

Together  with  an  earlier  determined  deficit  of  300,000  tons,  the  def- 
icit in  the  1970  quota  for  Puerto  Rico  now  amounts  to  550,000  tons. 
Information  recently  available  to  the  Department  indicates  that  the 
Republic  of  the  Philippines  will  be  able  this  year  to  supply  100,000  tons 
of  their  statutory  share  of  the  deficits  arising  in  other  areas. 
Accordingly,  100,000  tons  of  the  deficit  declared  today  has  been  allocated 
to  the  Republic  of  the  Philippines  and  the  remainder  has  been  prorated  to 
Western  Hemisphere  countries. 

The  quota  for  the  domestic  beet  sugar  area  is  increased  by  47,667 
tons  and  that  for  the  mainland  sugarcane  area  by  17,333  tons.  Quotas  and 
prorations  for  foreign  countries  are  increased  by  285,000  tons. 

Distribution  of  sugar  in  1970  continues  to  run  well  ahead  of  expecta- 
tions. Supplies  of  sugar  available  for  near  term  shipment  appear  to  be 
adequate  but  some  difficulty  continues  to  be  encountered  in  obtain- 
ing sufficient  shipping  for  transporting  sugar  to  the  United  States, 
especially  North  of  Hatteras.  The  increase  in  requirements  will  bring  the 
sugar  supply  more  in  line  with  prospective  sugar  needs  for  1970.  This, 
along  with  the  allocation  of  deficits  provides  more  flexibility  in 
arranging  shipments  from  various  sources  to  assure  supplies  for  the  summer 
months .

1.  May  1970  sugar  deliveries  for  continental  U.  S.  consumption 
939,000  short  tons,  raw  value  (preliminary),  u_p_  about  70,000 
tons  from  April  1970  and  up  21,000  tons  from  May  1969.  January- 
May  1970  deliveries  4,333,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  u£ 
391,000  tons  from  January  -  May  1969.  Final  data  for  April 
1970  deliveries  868,000  short  tons,  raw  value  -  previously 
published  preliminary  as  880,000  tons. 

2.  Primary  distributors'  stocks  May  30,  1970  were  2,398,000 
short  tons,  raw  value  (preliminary),  down  181,000  tons  from  a 
year  ago,  and  down  237,000  tons  from  April  30,  1970.  During 
May  refiners'  stocks  decreased59,000  tons,  beet  processors' 
stocks  decreased  117,000  tons,  mainland  cane  processors'  stocks 
decreased  by  61,000  tons  and  importers  of  direct  consumption 
sugar  stocks  remained  about  the  same. 

3.  Charges  to  quotas  January  1  to  May  31,  1970  were  4,588,225 
short  tons,  raw  value,  leaving  a  balance  of  6,411,775  tons  to 
be  supplied  within  the  11,000,000  ton  total. 

4.  Regionally,  January  -  April  deliveries,  1970  as  compared  to 
1969  were  up  in  all  of  the  5  regions:  Increases  West  19.5 
percent,  North  Central  17.8  percent,  Mid-Atlantic  8.2  percent, 
South  7.1  percent  and  New  England  2.5  percent. 

5.  First  quarter  1970  sugar  deliveries  were  larger  to  all  of 
the  seven  industrial  user  groups  than  for  the  same  1969  quarter, 
and  also  larger  to  three  of  the  four  non- industrial  user  groups. 
To  industrial  buyers  the  national  increase  was  20.0  percent 
while  non-industrial  buyers  increased  9.5  percent.
